Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  provide  for  the  regulation  of 
exhibitions  by  means  of  cinematographs  in  the  3[State  of 

Tamil  Nadu] ; 

BE  it  enacted  in  the  Sixth  year  of  the  Republic  of  India 
as  follows 

1.  (1)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  1 [Tamil  Nadu] 
Cinemas  (Regulation)  Act,  1955; 

(2)  It  extends  to  the  whole  of  the  3[State  of  Tamil 
Nadu.] 

(3)  It  shall  come  into  force  on  *such  date  as  the 
Government  may,  by  notification,  appoint  .
